silence of President 
Harding with

C. Hinshaw, chairman of the prohibi- 
tion national committee, declared at 
the opening of the national 
prohibi- 


tion conference here today. 
• 


Officials of the party from all parts 


of the country were present. 


"If President Harding is for 
the 


18th amendment let him say so," said ' 
Hinshaw 
"If he Is against the scan- 


dalous, 
ineffective 
enforcement In 


many parts of our country; if ho is 
opposed to home distilleries as well 
as public manufacturles, let him say 
so. 


"We are sorry for the silence of the 


president." 


Hinshaw said there are at present 


"certain ones having to do officially 
•with the enforcement of prohibition, 
•who are informing the drys that the 
administration is back of the Volstead 
act, but it is a confidential matter. 
How many of us believe the adminis- 
tration could not enforce this law If 
it wanted to7" ho asked 


"No organization of prohibitionists" 


Hinshaw declaied 
should have to 


worry lor an hour about prohibition 
enforcement after the passage of the 
Volstejd act 


"We should by rights be freo now 


to go and take up other things, but 
we are not," he said. 


Hinahaw said thr; prohibitionists of 


the country also regret the indifferent 
attitude toward prohibition assumed 
by both old political parties in their 
last national platforms and national 
campaigns.
